A Yew of Readjustment. . 


The New Year's message of Governor McCall of Massa- 


chusetts lo'the'p'cople of that slate was sound ami to Hie point, 
and will apply equally well to all the people of Hie country. 


Governor McCall began by saying thai "the year -1919 will 


* be a year of readjustment, in (he first place, readjustment in 


our methods of thought." The intense patriotism ofllie war, 
the Liberty !oans,'Red Cross and other drives have developed 
:ui exalted method of expression which, however useful it may 
have been for the purpose,, caused our minds to work upon an 
abnormal'plane. We must get down again lo the steady, cool 
and rational method of thinking suitable for everyday life." 


Mr. McCall went on lo say that this will be a year of read- 


justment in business. 
Tlie action of flic government in ac- 


cordance with the necessities of war largely set aside for the 
time being UicJayi-pLsiipply and demand. 
The government 


took.posscssidirof many of (he sources of production, bill will 
now become a'palron of industry, "and our business will need 
to be conducted according to the natural laws Ihal have sway 
in lime of peace." There musl also, Mr. McCall pointed out, 
be readjustment in methods of government. "The necessity 
of doing things quickly has been paramount lo doing them 
economically. We must return lo Ibc old paths of economical 
government. In a word, we musl leach our feet lo Iread again 
the solid earth." 


These words arc all true and the sooner their truth is recog- 


nized and made Ihe guiding force of action the belter will it 
be for the country. 
It'is true, as Mr. McCall says, that the 


people have for some lime been "in Hie air," and that it is 
necessary lo gel down to earth again. 


The readjustment thai is necessary and inevitable will not 


be agreeable to those who have, been profiting from the abnor-, 
iral conditions that have prevailed since the beginning of the 
war, 
and more particularly from the time this country entered 


Ihc conflict. 
But if the patriotism Ihal has been professed is 


genuine all will bow gracefully to Ihe changes thai musl come. 
It is unreasonable to expect Ilial present wages and prices can 
long continue. Both are abnormal, and in lime of pence con- 
ditions musl be normal. 


If- Hie people will face Ihc fads and meel changing condi- 


tions in the proper spirit there will be no trouble and no hard- 
ship. 
The work of restoring that which has been destroyed 


by war should make biiciness.good for a long lime lo come, 
bul ft will be impossible to keep it on a war basis. There must 
be readjustment all along the line. To assist therein is the 
duty of every patriot. To oppose it will be •tantamount to 
proclaiming one's self an enemy lo his country. 


It is no small distinction to have served in the fire depart- 


ment of this city, for half a century, as George N. Jones has 
done. 
Hi's review of fire department matters for that lengthy 


period, which appeared in the columns of this paper a few 
da\)s ago, was read with interest by the people of Portsmouth, 
who appreciate the services of this hale old veteran at their 
fun worth.
